The Treasury has agreed 10 
reduce its demand for culs in 
1he level of capital grants 1o 
British farmers from a half to a 
quarter of the present total. 

By far the largest proportton 
of grants goes towards land 
“improvement”, such as the 
drainage of marshland to grow 
cereals or the ploughing and 
liming of rough grazing 1o 
improve its livestock capacity. 

If the Ministry of Agriculture 
were obliged, because of finan- 
cial stringency. lo refuse a 
higher proportion of appli- 
cations. it would help to take 
some of the heat out of 
controversial issues such as the 
future of Exmoor and the 
Halvergate Marshes. in Norfolk. 
although it would not prevent 
farmers going on their own if 
they saw fil. 

The revised reduction of 
approximately £80m is likely to 
appear in the autumn finanan- 
cial statement expected next 
week. 

The “star chamber” of senior 
Cabinet ministers is know to be 
anxious to reduce the level of 
grant-in-aid. particularly to 
cereal farmers who havc en- 
joyed vet another record har- 
vest. 

But Mr Michacl Jopliag, 
Minister of Agriculture, has 
argued strongly that the in- 
comes of livestock farmers, 
particularly in hill regions, must 
be protected. and that British 
agriculture must not be placed 
in a less competitive position 
than in other EEC countries. 
Total taxpayers’ support for 
agriculture is estimated at 
£1.680m. Of that, by far the 


£1,250,000, represents price 
support in the form of inter- 
vention guarantees and so- 
called varable premiums. or 
subsidies. to livestock pro- 
ducers. 

Becausc these support prices 
are determined in Brussels, 
individual EEC member 
Governments’ hands are effec- 
tively tied. Much of the money 
is, Im any case. eventually 
refunded from the EEC budget. 
although because of the long 
delays involved. and the con- 
tinuing argument about Bri- 
tains contributions to the 
budget, the Treasury is inclined 
lo view the cost as a 
against the Public Sector Bor- 
rowing Requirement 

The only real scope for cuts 
thus lies in the capital granis 
paid to farmers for Improving 
their land and their incomes, 
usually under Iong-lerm 
schemes approved by the 
Ministry. 

Farmers’ organizations would 
accept that further support or 
large grain farmers is an 
anachronism. but feel that the 
money saved should be chan- 
nelled towards the poorer hill 
livestock sector. The Treasury 
tends to agree with the first part 
but not the second.

A theory for solving the puzzle of body and mind

timbh pains felt by amputees and 
the paius caused by artificially 
stimulating portions of the 
brain. 

He suggests that what is true 
of pain is true of mental 
phenomena generally. The 
question remains: if paip and 
other mental phenomena are 
caused by processes in the 
brain, what is pain? The 
obvious answer jis that it is 
unpleasant thoughts or sen- 
salions, birt that is ansatisfac- 
tory because it does not explain 
how pain. fits into our general 
conception of the world. 

He argued. that “thoughts 
are nat weightless, gaseous and 
ethereal”. Mental states are 
features of the brain and <a 
they hare two levels of 
description: a higher level in 
mental terms; and a lower level 


in physiological terms. 


His proposition for “solving 
the mind-body problem” is that 
all mental phenomena. whether 
conscious or unconscious, YİS- 
wl or auditory ~ pains, tickles. 
itches, thoughts ¬ are caused by 
pracesses in the braiu. 

The example he considered 
first was pain. Present under- 
standing is that pain signals 
arê transmitted from nerve 
endings to the spinal cord by at 
least two types of fibres: Delta 
A fibres, specialized for prick- 
ling sensations; and C fibres, 
specialized for burning and 
achiug sensations. 

The point he makes is that 
sensations of pain are caused 
by a series ofevents that begin 
at free nerve endings and erıd in 
the thalamus and elsewhere in 
the brain. The events inside the 
nervous syslemt are sufficient t0 
cause pain, a5 is known from

Ban on naming kidnap 
victim condemned. 
by High Court judges

Pressure mounted yesterday 
for a change ın the contempt 
laws, afler a judge's ban on 
press publication of a womans 
name in a kidnap trial was 
sırongly condemned by three 
Hıgh Court judges.

But they held that they had 
no power to overturn the ban, 
imposed at the Central Crimi- 
nal Court last January by Judge 
Lymbery,. QC. They therefore 
dismissed “with regret” a 1est 
challenge brought by the 
National Unıon of Joumalisis,

In vıew of the strength of the

Sir, Like many editorial bright ideas 
the nolion of shared European 
representation in third counıries is 
not new. I looked at the same idea 
myself şome years ago when 1 was 
Ambassador in Asuncion, but until 
there is a much wider acceptance of 
supranationalism bv Community 
countries, not all of whom are so 
obsessed with presenting a thread- 
bare appearance to the world, EEC 
embassics will have to stay on the 
back burner. 

When these problems are re- 
solved ıhere is no shortage of Third 
World countries where Community 
countries maintain independent 
missions pursuing almost identical 
policies in the political, economic, 
human rights, aid and consular 
fieids and where, on the face of it, 
substantial financial savings ought 
1o be available. 

in the commercial field, however, 
which is of particular importance 1a 
British embassies, competition 
between Community couatries is at 
least as fierce as that with the rest of 
the world. 

One possibility might be for cach 
country to maintain ils own 
commercial man in a European 
cmbassy whose ambassador would 
be appoinled under a system of 
rotation. That solution. however, 
immediately raises questions of 
security — separate filing systems 
and confidential sccretaries and 
perhaps loss of confidence by 
national exporters. Not only do the 
savings begin to Iook illusory, but 
there could be a substantial loss of 
effectiveness. 

IH has to be remembered that 
1ihese days, and particularly for 
public-sector projects, the ambassa- 
dor is frequenly an imporlant 
intefigence gatherer and protagonist 
on behalf of his country’s exporters. 
Can one envisage the French 
Ambassador of a European embassy 
going in 1o bat wholeheartedly on 
behalf of his British commercial) 
officer?

True, they demonstrated their 
balance and fairness by bêstowing 
similar honours upon an American 
physician, Dr Berard Lown, with 
whom Dr Chazov founded the 
International Physicians for the 
Prevention of Nuclear War, How= 
ever, i1 should be pointed out that 
this organization, in which there is 
overt Sovieî involvement, favours 
unilaleral Westen gestures and 
ıreats the superpowers as if they 
were morally equivalent, 

In short, it serves the SIrNEBiÇ and 
political interests of the Soviet 
Urioa and indeed, if it did not, Dr. 
Chazov would not have founded it 
or have remained in il. 

There are. of course. those who 
believe that, despile its politicisation 
and other shortcomings, Britain 
should remain within Unesco. They 
are apt to respond to its excesses in 
tones of weary resignation, implying 
that behaviour of thal kind must be 
expected and tolerated as in the case 
of a naughty child which, despite its 
failings. may be safely ignored.

Your second point, that reform is 
not possible, repeats the manifeslly 
false argument advanced by the 
Americans a vear ago. Aparı from 
the very real achievements of 
Unesco. which you chose to ignore, 
you might have mentioned 1he 
substantial reform programme now 
in progress. in which Britain has 
played a significant part. 

Vague references 10 Wesiern 
norms and liberal values are no 
substitute for concrete appraisal of 
the structural changes now under 
way and a just assessment of what 
Unesco’s programmes have 
achieved in many different spheres 
of science. educalion and culture. 
This is not to deny its mistakes and 
weaknesses. but let us keep a sense 
of proportion over those. 

The real reason for Britain's 
difficulties with Unesco lies less in 
the shortcoming of the organization 
than in the neglect by successive 
governmenls of Opportunities IO 
participale and collaborate and 1h 
reluctance of many people to acce| 
thal the international world is very 
different from what il was in 1945, 

Both the constitution and oper 
ation of Unesco still work substan 
tially to the advantage of Western

ine indicators reflecting 
abnormal social and economic 
behaviour. despite the successful use 
of the latter as long as a century ago 
in British India, and despite theır 
established predictive value today.

The President need not bother 
now about the next election, and 
so should feel freer 10 push 
through policies to cut govern- 
ment spending and reduce sub- 
sidies for businessmen and the 
better off. bu1 weighed against 
thal must be the fact of Mr 
Reagan’s age. It would not be 
surprising If, in domestic terns 
at feast, once hec had encountered 
congressional obstruction in 
mid-lecrm, he settled back with 
the memory of yesterday's ring- 
ing endorsement 10 carry him 
through 10 the cend of a glorious 
presidency. As one of his 
conservalive supporters has 
remarked: "He has 1he toughest 
job in the world and has handled 
it wilh amazing grace”. He will 
always be able to do thal, even 
when confronted with the cternal 
difficulties of congressional 
checks and balances. Certainly 
his principal domestic failure in 
his first term was an inablility to 
slop the growth of public 
spending. Can he now mobilize 
nationwide support for hard- 
headed budget cuts without 
fearing the subsequent electoral 
consequences of offending every 
interest group? The con- 
gressional arithmetic is not 
necessarily bound 1o be against 
him; and he works his con- 
gressional alliances more tho- 
roughly than his friendly image 
suggests, 

Detaiis aparl, the important 
point about President Reagan's 
victory is that he will now 
operate for some lime with the 
massive authority of such a 
successful election behind him. 
That will reinforce his position 
when dealing with 1he other 
functional elements within the 
American system. Il will revive 
the spirit of the Alliance with

ndon and Bonn and a robustly 
committed viewpoint in Paris. It 
will command the ‘ respecl of 
adversaries or potential adver- 
saries elsewhere in the world. If 
one looks back to the dim legacy 
of the Carter years, one can see 
the measure of President Rea- 
gan’s achievement to have re- 
stored 1he power and authority 
of {ihe United States. One can 
also see the opportunity which 
now awails him. 


will equally inevitably be politi- 
cally damaging.

Since 
i1 should be concemed speçifi- 
cally with croşs-department re- 
views of the impact of public 
spending (and. incidentally, of 
taxation). it would still leave a 
distinct role to the traditionat 
fiefdoms of public services, the 
major spending departments. 
But it would provide some core 
of ceniral judgment, some 
reasoned ordering of economic 
and social priorites. This could 
do much to supercede the annual 
expenditure trial by conflict, 
whose İatest verdict we are about 
io receive.

After his victory in 1980. Mr 
James Reston, doyen of East 
Coast commentators. said it had 
left the United States “with a one 
ıerm President, without fear he 
will try for another". The 
cle.ron, he contended, bad 
further deepened the country’s 
divisions. The Vew’ York Times 
decided that the American 
people had recoalî year from 
having to vote for Mr Reagan, 
only doing so because the Carter 
alternative was so awful. Thal 
newspaper has witnessed a 
different kind of recoil in 1984. 

To recall these misjudgments 
is nat simply to score debating 
points but to point out the effects 
on reccived European opinion of 
the very profound misreporling 
by the East Coast press, which 
has distorted the truc condition 
of contemporary American poli- 
tics. The phenomenon of Mr 
Reagan has becn held up repeat- 
edly as some kind of aberration 
in the world. from which al} 
right-thinking people would dis- 
sociate themselves. The same 
people have persistently denied 
thal Mr Reagan represents real 
American public opinion. They 
have argued that his policies, 
and the clear grand themes 
which he prefers 10 enunicale as 
the philosophical background to 
those policies, can be ridiculed 
and discounted. 


Il is important to be aware of 
this distortion, arising out of 
such hostility 10 Mr Reagan, in 
order to avoid under-estimating 
his political strenglh when assess- 
ing the likely consequences of 
bis victory for a second term. 
Those consequences could be 
considerable both for domestic 
American reasons, within the 
alliance and in the possible play

„ Mr Reagan has a mandate. It 
is a general mandate, and cannot 
be defined solely through the 
small prinli of campaigning 
statements. To argue otherwise 
would be 10 assume that the 
political memery is wiped clean 
a1 the start of each election 
campaign. In fact the memory of 
the first Reagan Presidency 
shows how quickly in domestic

It can now be seen that 
Presiden1 Reagan and Mrs 
Thatcher in Britain. both with a 
double endorsement from their 
clectorates, were always more in 
touch with the national mood of 
their countries than one would 
suppose from reading fashion- 
able commentaries. From soon 
after 1964. Mr Reagan set out to 
bring conservatism back into 
main stream American politics 


by expressing his values in a way . 


which appealed to most Amert- 
cans, not simply those who 
thought of themselves as con- 
scrvatives. It is a measure not 
just of his tenacity but of the 
underlying popularity of his 
meşsage tha1 he bas prevailed 
against the cumulative dismissi- 
veness of the sophisticates. 

The Economist, for instance, 
in 1965 described Mr Reagan as 
”Almost the one Republican” 
whom 1he Democratic governor 
of Califomia could reasonably 
hope 10 beat. Governor Reagan 
subsequently served for {wo 
terms. In £980 The Economist 
again reacted to his candidature 
by saying “Democrats could 
scarcely have wished for an 
casier opponent if they had 
picked bim themselves”. Colum 
nists referred frequeotly to his 
"Neanderthal ideology"; the 
prospect of a Reagan Presidency 
was described as unthinkable. 


STAR CHAMBER WARS 


No spending minister has re- 
signed; no central tenet of 
Gavemment economic strategy 
has been violated in this year’s 
public expenditure tussle. Very 
shortly the Chancellor will 
announce, in his “Autumn 
Statement”, hiş successful rec- 
onciliation of Treasury targets 
with departmental plans. But the 
process has once more dermon- 
strated the central weakness in 
the Government's method of 
managing its substantial share of 
British resources. 

Ever since public expenditure 
shot up during the Heath 
Government in the early 1970s, 
successive governments bave 
struggled to develop, within the 
‘Treasury, an effective set of 
financial controls. Labour's in- 
troduction of cash limits, the 
Conservatives rate-capping 
rules; in this sense, these are 
beads on the same wire. But 
there has, unfortunately, been no 
parallel thread of development 
1n the system for planning public 
expenditure. 

Public expenditure is managed 
by institutionai coaflict: the 
Treasury secs its job as defend- 
ing the purse-strings, depart 
ments see their Jobs as defending 
public _ programmes, and the 
supposition is that pirting these 
adversaries against each otber 
will, as in court, lead to ihe 
correct verdict. Thus the plan- 
ning of public expenditure. in the 
sense of allocating resources 10 
precise objectives, is lef to 
departments. The Treasury can 
force them to make choices by 
limiting their spending power. 
but remains at arm's length from 
the choices they make.

Pisces 
was the most fashionable 
Georgetown nightclub whose 
contribution to America is not 
as yet on the Harrimans’ scale, 
buti which hoped to make a 
slart by being the scene of the 
election night's best party. The 
befuddled foreigner found 
himself at both, almost at the 
same lime. 


Clientele less 
elevated 


AL the Harrimans. there 
were grey. elderly gcnUemen 
who doubtless had forged 
Nalo. devised the Marshal 
Plan, and saved Europe from 
ruin in the great age of the 
Democratic party. They 
mused without rancour at the 
disaster thal had befallen i1 
now. 

The widow of an imporlant 
Senator inquired of me: 
“Would vou believe it? Mon- 
tana” I had no idca what she 
was talking about. and agrced 
that il was indeed unbeliev- 
able. 


The clicntcle at Pisces was 
less elevated. 1 recognized Mr 
Andy Warhol. He did not 
seem worried about Monilana. 
People had turned away trom 
the television screen and were 
chattering. As if consious that 
they had lost their audience, 
the television experts chat 
tered back desperately. From 
time to time, one could hear 
various of them saying that it 
was not a mandate. 

To the outsider. it seemed 
extremely mandatory. By mid- 
morning of the following day. 
other experts werc found to 
say that of course it Was a 
mandale.

Also. thanks to 
a thousand sociolosins and 
special documentary features, 
t thik we know enough about 
the 1ypical American city. The 
only other competitor for 
election might was New York. 
But in New York. an Ameri- 
can friend confided. 1 would 
find no one interested in any 
of the races other than the 
President's and New York's. 

. They are not interested in who 
is winning in Tennessee. They 
know less about Tennessce 
than they do about London. 


Washington, however, is5 a 
city of people much concerned 
with such places as Tennessee 
or at least a city of people who, 
for . professional purposes. 
must behave as if they are. As 
dusk fell on election day. 
reports from New York had 
the cily going as frantically 
about its eventing pleasures as 
on any other night. 


Hete in Washington the 
sîrects were all but descrled. It 
was 7pm. The polls had closed 
in only a few states, but il was 
time for the networks to begin 
manoeuvres. All Washington 
galhered before its screens. 

We ali fell silent. About an 
hour later the streets were full 
again. Percentages and totals, 
based on fragments of votes in 
distant states, all of it baffling 
to the foreigner, apparently 
meant that Mr Rcagan had 
won overwhelmingly: that the 
“coat tait effect” was a factor, 
but not as a big a factor as 
some had forecast; that in 
North Carolina {where had 
taken place what all experts 
said was the dirtiest Senale 
«contest in the history of 
democracy) it was “too close 
to call; that the Republicans 
had done better than expected 
in the House of Rcpresenta- 
tives; that the dirty contest in 
North Carolina was now no 
longer too close to call, but 
could be called in favour of 
someone dreadful called Sena- 
tor Helms: and that we could 
all go to dinner or to bed.
